This port of lending — investment by America in 


Eunice's peace-time trade and commerce and indus- 


try—differs vastly from the $11,000,000,000 we lent Europe during the 
war. 
War debts are on a separate basis from commercial debts; they 


•were made not as investments but to save our skins. War debts are prac- 
tically hopeless anvway, or at least their collection is certain of postpone- 
ment for ten to twenty year,«. No reasonable man in Europe expects any 
of the international war debts to be paid, excepting perhaps Great Brit- 
ain's debt to America and part of the German reparations. 


Currency instability is the fundamental economic evil. 
It cannot 


be separated from the political diseases of the world. 
Germany, Poland 


and Austria have inflated currency because they cannot balance their 
budgets politically. 
Their governments are too ueak to impose taxes; 


their expenses are so terrific and they are so poor. 


Germany's reparation problem is the key to the world situation. I 


am satisfied that for the ne\t few years it will be impossible for Germany 
to pay nniclr on the reparations. 
And it would be the height of folly 


from an economic point of view to compel her to pay. If the object is to 
hold her down, that can be done. But such a policy holds disaster, engen- 
dering hates and possibly involving the world in another war. 
It would 


create a situation in which any little international "incident" might be 
like a match dropped in a mow of hay. 


We can help Europe and automatically help ourselves if we lend now 


for reconstruction. 
AVe ought to lend only on guarantee. I do not pro- 


pose gifts, nor do I propose creating bad debts.

ciates, loyalty to one's friends! Loy- 
alty is essential to the ordinary prog- 
ress of the world. Without it His world 
must he chaos. 


There would he no stable govern- 


ment in the world were it not for the 
loyalty of the people to their gov- 
ernment. There would he no success- 
fu' business enterprise on the face of 
the £lobe were it not for the loyalty 
of tho men and women who are con- 
nected with it. 
Xo church could ex- 


ist for a month were it not for the 
loyalty of its members. 
The sacred- 


r.ess of the homo v ould be a myth 
were it not for the loyalty of the 
members of the family group. 


The loyalty of a people to its gov- 


ernment is based partly upon senti- 
ment and partly upon the recognition 
of an obligation that a people o^res 
to its government. A people that has 
the benefit of good government owes a 
duty to that government. Those who 
do not recognize this duty and per- 
form it voluntarily are compelled by 
law to do so. The man or woman who 
is protected by the g(1^ernment in the 
pursuit of life ami happines*. must con- 
tribute in money and service toward 
the support of the government. 
The 


mnm or woman who. under the protec- 
tion of his government which pre- 
serves law and order, is able to ac- 
cumulate property, must pay taxes on 
that property to help maintain the gov- 
ernment which has protected him or 
her. 
In time of war the government ' 


has the right to call upon its citizens 
to tf.ke up arms in its defense. 


Loyalty Moral Obligation. 


In governmental affairs these things 


nro regulated by law, and the man 
who receives the benefit of orderly 
government is required to fulfill the ob 
ligntion which that entails, but in the 
ort'.inarv affairs of lii>. lovaltv is 11 


moral rather than a legal bbiigaliOA. 


! There are laws which prevent a man 


from stealing from his employer or 
his biisiness associates, but there is 
no law that requires him to be loyal 
to them. The success of a business 
institution, however, depends more 
upon the loyalty of its employees than 
upon the laws which prevent them 
from stealing its money. Likewise the 
stability of a government depends 
more upon the loyalty of its people 
than upon the laws which compel them 
to fulfill their obligation to the gov- 
ernment. 


It is equally true that the prosperity 


and growth of every individual com- 
munity is dependent upon the loynlty 
of the people who live in it.' Every 
citizen owes an obligation to his com- 
munity, and the obligation is a moral 
as well as a legal onu. The good citi- 
zen pays his taxes cheerfully ?md 
willingly. He serves upon the juries 
which administer the laws of the com- 
munity. 
He fulfills every legal obli- 


gation that is imposed upon him by 
his government, but there is a moral 
obligation which is of still greater im- 
portance to the 
community. This 


moral 
obligation consists in doing 


everything that is in his power to 
promote the prosperity and happiness 
of his community. 
The man who is 


enabled to make his living in any com- 
munity is under a moral obligation to 
spend his money in such a way as to 
help his community. 


Prosperity Worth Protecting. 


Anything worth having is worth pro- 


tecting, and if the prosperity of a 
community is worth ^anything to the 
people living is it it is worth protect- 
ing. 
If the chance for a man to earn 


a good living, to live well, to give his 
children a good education, is worth 
anything, it is worth protecting. 


There is just one way to protect 


the prosperity of a community, and 
that is to keep the community from 
being drained of its cash—working 
capital. 
The only way to do that is 


for the people of the community to 
keep their money at home. 
Every 


time the citizen of a community sends 
money away from home to a mail or- 
der house instead of spending It ID 
his home stores he is disloyal to his 
community. It is disloyalty to the mer- 
chants only indirectly. It is disloyalty 
to the community of which the mer- 
chants are only a small but a very 
important part. 


This is the moral obligation that 


every citizen owes to his community, 
just as the payment of taxes and the 
loyal support of his government are 
his legal obligations. 
Disloyalty of 


large body of the citizens spells dls- 


ister to any government and disloy- 
ilty of any large part of the people 
o their community .is followed iriev- 
tably by the downfall of the comma- 
iHy. Self-interest, 
If 
nothing else, 


should convince every citizen of the 
advisability of fulfllllns his moral ol>- 
igation to his community.

BY HEAVY FltO&TN 


Thousands of dollars' damage to 


fruit 
trees thruout 
this section of 


Pennsylvania resulted from the heavy 
frost, Thursday, Friday, Saturday and 
Sunday nights. Jt is too early as yet 
to make accurate estimates of the 
loss, but with freezing temperatures 
on four nights, there i» little doubt 
but that practically all of the early 
fruit, 
including 
peaches, 
cheriies, 


pears and early u.pples have been de- 
'stroyed and' in some sections great 
damage has been don-e to the latt- ap- 
ple crops. 
Temperatures as low as 


18, with ihe ground solidly frozen, 
wore reported in the upper end it uit 
belt. Reports of orchardists indicate 
the crop will be "spotted," being al- 
most completely ruined in some places 
and only partially damaged in oth- 
ers. 
In orchards where smudge lires 


were maintained some fruit was sav- 
ed, it is believed. Orchards on high 
ground and with late varieties seem 
to have come through much bettei 
than 
those 
in 
lo<Y-lying 
sections. 


Growers say while some buds may 'de- 
velop apples, the most will simply 
either fall aiway or produce a small 
apple that will fall to the ground be- 
fore it is matured. The York Imper- 
ials may have escaped serious dam- 
age. 


Snow fell here on Friday lor some- 


time but melted as it 
fell. Snow 


squalls also occurred here on Sunday. 
Friday's rain and snow had covered 
the buds and blossoms with moral ure 
and this froze Friday nigh*. 


Stave and barrel mills and canning 


plants will be seriously affected, it is 
believed.

•wild do is to device some method by which American 
investors could invest in European securities, gilt- 
L'dged Fecurities paying 7 or 8 per cent. 


This sort of lending--investment by America in 
Eunipe'p penco-tiine trade and commerce and indus- 
try—diilors vastly from the $11,000,000,000 we lent Europe during the 
Tvar. 
AVar debts are on a separate basis from commercial debts; they 
were made not as investments but to save our skins. 
War debts are prac- 
tically hopeless anyway, or at least their collection is ccrtaiu of postpone- 
ment for ten to twenty years. 
Ko reasonable man in Europe expects any 
of the international war debts to be paid, excepting perhaps Great Brit- 
ain's debt to America and part of the German rojiarations. 


Currency instability is the fundamental economic evil. 
It cannot 
bo separated from the political diseasne of the world. 
Germany, Poland 
and Austria have inilated currency because they cannot balance their 
budgets politically. 
Their governments are too weak to impose taxes; 
their expenses are so terrific and they are so poor. 


Germany's reparation problem is the key to thn world situation. 
I 
em satisfied that for the next fcAV years it will be impossible for Germany 
to pay much' on the rc]iarations. 
And it would be the height of folly 
from an economic point of view to compel her to pay. 
If the object is to 
hold her down, that can be done. But such a policy holds disaster, engen- 
dering hates and possibly involving the w^orld in another war. 
It would 
create a situation in which any little international "incident'^ might be 
like a match dropped in a mo'w of hay. 


We can help Europe and automatically help ourselves if w^e lend now 
for reconstruction. 
We ought to lend only on guarantee. 
I do not pro- 
pose giftSj nor do I propose creating bad debts.

the 
fuundutlun 
upon 
which the whole structure of civiliza- 
tion rests. 
Loyalty to one's country, 
loyalty to ono*s state, loyalty to one's 
city, loyalty to one's business asso- 
ciates, loyalty to one's friends! Loy- 
ally Is essential to the ordinary prog- 
ress of the world. Without it the world 
nnist be chaos. 


There would be no stable govern- 
ment in the world v/ere it not for the 
loyalty of the people to their gov- 
ernment. 
There would be no success- 
ful business enterprise on the face of 
the globe were it not for the loyalty 
of the men and women who are con- 
nected with it, 
Ko church could ex- 
ist for a niontii were it not for the 
loyalty of its members. 
The sacred- 
ness of the homo would be a myth 
were it not for the loyalty of 
the 
members of the family group. 


The loyalty of a people to its gov- 
ernment is based partly uix»n senti- 
ment and partly upon the recognition 
of an obngiitit)n that a people oires 
to its government, 
A people that has 
the beni'iit of good government owes a 
duty to that governmi-nt. 
Tiiose who 
do not recognize this duty and per- 
form It voluntarily are compelled by 
law to do so. The man or woman who 
is protected by the government In the 
pursuit of life and happiness, must con- 
tribute in moiiey and service toward 
the support of the government. 
The 
tnnii or woman wlio. under the protec- 
tion of his government which pre- 
serves hn\ and order, is able to ac- 
funmlate property, must pay taxes on 
that propmy to Iielp maintain the gov- 
ernment which has protected him or 
aer. 
In time of Mar the government 
has the right to call upon its citizens 
to talce up arms in its defense. 
Loyalty Moral Obligation. 


In govenimental aifairs tliese things 
are regu:;ited by law. and the man 
who receives the benefit of orderl»\ 
government is required to fulfill the ob 
ligation which that t-uiails, but in the 
ordinary alVairs of JIfe. loyalty 
a 


moral rather than a iegai obligation. 
There are laws which prevent a man 
from stealing from his employer or 
his business associates, but there is 
no law that requires him to be loyal 
to them. 
The success of a business 
institution, 
however, 
depends 
more 
upon the loyalty of its employees than 
upon the laws which prevent them 
from stealing its money. Likewise the 
stability 
of 
a 
government 
depends 
more upon the loyalty of its people 
than upon the laws which compel them 
to fulfill their obligation to the gov- 
ernment. 


It is equally true that the prosperity 
and growth of every Individual com- 
munity is dependent upon the loyalty 
of the people who live in it.* Every 
oitlzen owes an obligation to his com- 
munity. and the obligation is a moral 
as well as a legal one. The good citi- 
zen pays his tases cheerfully iind 
willingly. He serves upon the juries 
which administer the laws of the com- 
munity. 
He fulfills every legal obli- 
gation that is Imposed upon him by 
his government, but there is a moral 
obligation which is of still greater Im- 
portance 
to 
the 
community. 
This 
moral 
obligation 
consists 
in 
doing 
everj'thlng that is in his power to 
promote the prosperity and happiness 
of his community. 
The man who is 
enabled to make his living in any com- 
munity 19 under a moral obligation to 
spend his money in such a way as to 
help his community. 


Prosperity Worth 
Protecting. 


Anytliing worth having is worth pro- 
tecting, and if the prospt»rity of a 
community is worth »anythihg to the 
people living iH it it is worth protoct- 
ing. 
If the chance for a man to earn 
a good living, to live well, to give his 
children a good eduoation, is worth 
anything, It is worth protecting. 


There is just one way to protect 
the prosperity of a community, and 
that is to keep the community from 
being drained of its 
cash—working 
capital. 
The only way to do that is 
for the people of the community to 
keep their money at home. 
Every 
time the citizen of a community sends 
money away from home to a mail or- 
der house Instead of spending It In 
his homo stores he is disloyal to his 
community. It is disloyalty to the mer- 
chants only indirectly. It is disloyalty 
to the community of which the mer- 
.^hants are only a small but a very 
Important part. 


This is the moral obligation 
that 
every citizen owes to his community, 
just as the payment of taxes and the 
'oyal support of his government are 
his legal obligations. 
Disloyalty of 
a large body of the citizens spells dis- 
nster to any government and disloy- 
alty of any large part of the people 
*o their community ,1.^ followed inev- 
itably by the downfall of tlie commu- 
aity. 
Self-interest, If 
nothing 
else, 
should convince every citizen of the 
advisability of fulfilling his moral ob- 
ligutiop to his conmunity.

into the cemetery and to the grave of 
his mother, 


Kryszak was kneeling at the grave, 
telling the beads of a rosary, accord- 
ing to the deputies. 
Then, apparently 
sulTering from the cold, he Iiad made 
his way toward the liglited window of 
tho caretaker's home. 


In the heap of clothing were found 
his biography, penciled on note paper. 


Was Kneeling at the Grave. 


under the date of Monday, February 
18.

Thousands 
of 
dollars' damage 
to 
fruit 
trees 
thruout 
this sectiion 
of 
Pennsylvania resulted from the heavy 
frost, Thursday, Fi^iday, Saturday and 
Sunday nights. 
It is too early as yet 
to make 
accurate 
estimates 
of Ihie 
loss, but with freezing 
temperatures 
on four nights, there is» little doubt 
but that practically all of the early 
fruit, 
including 
peaches, 
cheri ies. 
pears and early aipples have been de- 
stroyed and' in some sections 
great 
damage has been done to the late ap- 
ple crops. 
Temperatures as low 
as 
IS, with 
the ground solidly 
frozen, 
were reponed in the upper end iiuit 
belt. 
Reports of orchardists indicate 
the crop will bo "spotted," being al- 
most completely ruined in some places 
and only 
partially damaged in 
oth- 
ers. 
In orchards where smudge ilres 
were maintained some fruit was sav- 
ed. i.t is believed. 
Ori'hardsi on high 
ground and wi-th late varieties seem 
to have come through 
much 
bettei 
than 
those 
in 
low-lying 
sections, 
(irowers say while some buds may 'de- 
velop 
apples, the most 
wiH simply 
either fall xirway or produce a small 
apple that will fall to the 'ground be- 
fore it is matured. 
The York Inipei^ 
ials may have escaped serious dam- 
age. 


Snow fell here on Friday for some- 
time but 
melted 
as 
it 
fell. 
Snow 
squalls also occurred here on Sunday. 
Friday's rain and snow had covered 
y^iho buds and blossoms with moisture 
and this froze Friday night 


Stave and barrel mills and canning 
plants will be seriously a'ffected, it is 
believed. 
Last 
year's 
failure 
was 
practically total and additional 
loss 
this yeart will likely mean a serious 
set-back to many growers. 


Harry C. Brinton. owner of the liala 
Fruit Farm, along the H^movei-^-Ab- 
bottstown 'pike, does not believe that 
much damage resulted on his 
farm 
from the weekend freeze-up altho he 
cannot tell for a certainty just yet. 
Mil Brinton, one of the largest apple 
growers in this section, says that the 
fact that his land is high is what sav- 
ed his crjDps. 
Moving; a.ir 
currents 
along the Pigeon Hills prevent many 
killing frosts that affect trees in the 
low-lands. 


Frost destroyed all but about 1 per 
cent, of the York county peach crop. 
This statement was made by the larg- 
est peach grower in that section, E. 
F. Kauffmaai, whose orchards are lo 
catedi 
on 
high 
ground. 
The 
frost 
came 
after 
a 
fall 
of 
snow 
which 
iFampened the blossoms.
